Pickets Close Letcher County Mine In New Organizing Drive 



63 Men Reportedly Leave Jobs At Elk Horn - Jell ico Coal Company At Marlow; One Man Arrested Tuesday During Picketing 



About 200 pickets appeared again this morning at the 
Southeast Coal Company at Polly in Letcher County, but, ac. 
cording to State Police, no violence or arrests resulted. 

This was the third straight day that large numbers of men 
have picketed the mine, hoping to encourage its workers to 
stage a walkout similar to one at another Letcher County mine 
on Monday. 

Sixty three men, according to e picket spokesmen, refused 
to go to work that day for the Elk Horn.Jellico Coal Company 
at Marlow, in response to urging by pickets from Hazard and 
the Leatherwood United Mine Workers Local who offered union 
sut k kstence vouchers to any who would walk out on the com. 
pany. 

The official role of the United Mine W'orkers in the 
current picketing was partially explained yesterday in a tele, 
phone conversation with UMW District 30 presideut C. E. Beane 
in Pikevillc. 

Mr. Beene said the Union has authorized strikes at the 
Blue Diamond Coal Company's Leatherwood Number I mine, 
end at Elk Horn — Jellico at Marlow. 

He added that while his headquarters had not directed 
the men to picket Southeast Coal Company, the Union stood 
ready to provide subsistence for all workers wlio succeeded 
iu closing down any untie. 

Asked about the role of Berman Gibson, who led the 1962 
“roving picket” movement, iu Hie current organizing drive, 
Mr. Beane said that Gibson was not an official representative 
of District 30, and, as far as he knew, was not even a member 
of the United Mine Workers. 

He is definitely nut on uur payroll,” Mr. Beane said. 

Gibson himself denies he has any thing tu du with the 
picketing, He was at the scene of the first demonstration at 
Marlow on Monday, but has not participated in any of the 
picketing since then. 



In reference to certain acts of violence that have occured 
in Perry and Letcher Counties this week, Mr. Beane said it 
has never been the policy of the UMW to advocate violence as 
an organizing device. 

He said the Union's policy is to always picket peacefully. 

With reference to the dynamiting of two trueks near 
Leatherwood early Tuesday morning, Mr. Beane said: “Some, 
body, and 1 11 leave it to the public to judge, is doing violence 
hop.' ig the Union will get the blame for it.” 

There has been one arrest sx> far this week, that of 63 
year old Ashford Thomas of Hazard, during Tuesday morn, 
ing's picketing of Southeast Goal Company near Polly in 
Letcher County. 

The arrest, for breach ® f peace, grew out of *n 
argument between Thomas and a state trooper over whether 
or not the trooper had driven a police car wrecklessly in the 
motorcade to Letcher County. 

Thomas sold he saw a police cruiser pass six picket cars 
at once The trooper called Thomas a liar and a brief scuffle 
ensued. Thomas allegedly pushed a tro-oper but he denies 
he started it. 

Thomas was placed under arrest and put in u police car. 
and then driven to the tiomc of a magistrate, who released 
him on bond and told him to reappear in court Friday morn, 
ing. 

Thomas was raturnad to tho scana of tho picketing and 
released about an hour and a half after ha was arrested. 

When the scuffle began, several troo|wrs drew carbines 
and shotguns from their cars, cocked tliem and stood facing 
the pickets, about 200 strong. 

But tho tension subsided when Thomas was in tho car, 
and latar several of tho pickets stood talking quietly with soma 
of the troopers,

of State Police talked with the men, and explained that his 
duty was to protect private property and keep the peace. He 
pointed out the property that belonged to Southeast Coal 
Company, and said that as long as the men did not trespass, 
there would be no trouble. 

Two other incidents of violence have been reported by 
State Police. 

The first was the alleged beating of Clyde Hatton of 
Marlow. Police said he had obviously bean aeaten in the face 
but the assailant was unknown. 

Picket leaders denied that the fracas had anything to do 
with the organizing drive. They said tnat if Hatton was struck, 
it was an individual action not condoned by the group. 

Picket Walter Gamble cf Haaard said that Hatton partici. 
,pated in the walkout at Marlow, and has since joined the picket 
movement. 

Tha other incident was the burning about the legs of Clark 
Hall, an Elkhorn.Jellico worker. 

Sgt. Mitchell said that llatl signed a statement saying 
he was pushed into a bonfire by pickets in Monday's demon- 
stration. 

An eyewitness to the incident, Jason Ocmbs. an officer 
dn the Appalachian Committee For Full Employment, contra, 
dieted this account, saying that Halls trouser* accidentally 
caught on fire when he stood too close to a burning tire the 
picket’s were using to warm themselves. 

Combs said a numbar of pickets and striking workers wara 
standing around tha fira and that whan Hall's pants ignitad, 
apparently because they had joil on thorn, tha men neerby 
quickly tried te beat the fire out on Hall's legs. 

Hall suffered severe leg burns, according to the police 
report. 



The Tuesday motorcade began at the Allais Union hall 
at 3:15, with six cars. They picked up a State Police escort 
in front of the Shamrock Drive.ln in Hazard, and proceeded 
slowly south on Kentucky Highway IS. 

At Jeff the lead car picked up a passenger, and two or 
three mere cars joined the line. Several cars were waiting at 
Denver Milliard s stcre at the mouth of Leatherwood. 

By the time the string of cars reached the top of Sandlick 
Mountain in Letcher County «id turned left on Highway 7 
toward Colson, it had grown so kng that the end of it could 
not be seen from near the frotit. 

When the lead cars arrived at the Southeast Coal Company, 
State Police directed them to park on the left shoulder of the 
road. As many as seven police cars were there et one time. 

The iiieu quickly dismounted and gathered at the entrance 
to the mine property, which was well-lit by large flood lights. 
Sgt Mitchell directed the men to leave a wide lane open for 
the W' rkers who were just arriving for the carly.morning shift 
at Southeast 

The Southeast workers came in cars and pickup trueks. 
A company representative was at lhe entrance to wave the 
men on in Some pickets called out to the workers to stop and 
talk, but none did. Their windows rolled up, they looked to 
neither side as they drove past the picket line. 

Over 20 vehicles in ell crossed the picket line, some carry, 
ing three end four mon. A few vehicles peueed near the line, 
then drove off down tho rood. 

The picketing that morning began at 5:15, and was over by 

7:15. 

The group consisted of men from Hazard, Leatherwood, 
and a large txxiUngent from the Elkhonulellico mine which 
the pickets closed down on Monday.

No Penalty For Gardens

Dear Mr. Wilsen: 

This is in reply to your letter of February 1. 1965 re. 

garding the status of Public Assistance recipients in relation 
to raising gardens 

There is certainly no restriction in our program that 
would pr bihit our recipients from having gardens. In fact, 
they are encouraged to do so. The produce trim gardens is 
not counted as income in the recipient’s budget, therefore, it 
d es not affect the amount of their grant At one time the 
Department was able to obtain Some free garden seed and 
they were distributed among our recipients since they had 
said that they did not have money to buy seed. 

Other than the program far unemployed parents all of 
our other categories 'Old Age Assistance. Aid to the Blind, Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children and Aid to the Pcrman. 
cn'ly and Totally Disabled) are made up of persons who are 
not able to work except to a limited degree. However, there 
are probably enough helping hands in each family to raise a 
orden if they were interested and had the facilities to do so. 
The oily deterent that we know in our program that would 
discourage any recipient from working in a garden would be 
• he borderline incaoaciated or disabled fathers who might be 
afraid to be seen working for fear that their incapacity or dis- 
ability would he questioned 

You asked if there was any effort made to have people 
help ihemselves. The answer is ves The 1952 Amendments 
!> the Social Security Act provide for social services to be 
granted tr families and Individuals with problems With the 
help < f certain public assistance workers with limited case, 
loads there might lie help toward rehabilitation. Another pro. 
gr m for self.help is the pregram for Unemployed Parents 
which began in January 1904 This 'program is n w a part of 
Title V of the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 In this pro. 
gram an unemployed father has an opportunity to develop 
> >rm good work habits, or go to vocational school for training 
tha' \*il! help hi* employability in the future.

We Might At Least Try

l^tcher County baa missed another chance 
at a regional office »( a state department. Ap. 
pirently we didn’t even try for it. 

The office to which wc trier Is that of the 
regional health center, which the s‘ate an. 
nounced this week would be located in Hazard, 
I,e»cher County is one of 18 counties to bo 
served by the new regional center, and the 
office could just as well have gone here as to 
Perry Cou.dy. 

In fact, we IkkI an advantage or »o, if we 
had but pressed the matter. Perry County's 
hulth center already is built and apparently 
i- toe small to hold offices for both the county 
health department and the regional center. The 
slate has leased the fourth floor of a private 
olfice building in Hazard for the health center 
rffices Since our health center was still on 
the drawing boards, c mldn't we have enlarged 
it ta Include regicmal facilities as well? It has 
been a matter of public knowledge for several 
vears that the health centers were to be estab. 
lished If any of Irtcher County’s political 
leaders or health department officials made any 
effort to get the regional center here, we are 
unaware of it. Certainly there was no appeal 
fer public support. 

The regional center will bring to Hazard 
only 10 persons. But that's 10 families with 
adequate incomes to spend money in local 
stores. That's 10 families with adequate ed. 
ucations to help when leadership is needed. 

And the center will provide added intang, 
ible advantages to Hazard. Every time Hazard 
gets another regional office of any thing its 
position as a commercial center improves The 
location of one regional office there (and there 
already are severall makes the location of still 
others nrre likely. It also makes the location 
of other regional centers, such as community 
c Tces in Perry County easier to sell to boards 
rf trustees. 

Those of us wha live in Whitesburg know 
in our own minds that Whitesburg is a better 



place to live than Hazard -It I* cleaner, it is 
more mt dern, it is nfore liberal (as mountain- 
low ., g ), ii is prettier. But It is difficult, if 
r.ot impossible, to convince directors and tru*.

State's Anti-Poverty Coordinator Hasn't Even A Desk

FRANKFORT. Ky — James L. Peel has every 

right to be pessimistic. 

As coordinator for Kentucky’s participation in the 
Federal Economic Opportunity Act E O.A ), he has 
overseen not much more than a weak trickle of anti- 
poverty money into rural Appalachia or Louisville’s 

slums. 

And although his job is to act as technical assist- 
ant lo local communities — to help steer antipoverty 
projects through the thickets of forms, formulas and 
Washington raviews — h« hasn’t avan got a desk, offica 
or staff in Frankfort to caM his own. 



Dask Is Attache Case 

His office is his attache case and his desk is when- 
ever he can find an empty one. Sometimes it’s in the 
area development office and sometimes it’s in the 
budget office, where he used to work. 

StiH, Peel, at 39 a veteran of administrative ins 
and outs, is far from pessimistic Rather, he expresses 
confidence that the logjam in Washington soon will be 
broken, starting a steady flow of antipoverty money 
into Kentucky 

Since the EOA was signed into low. nearly 100 
projects have been proposed and sent to Washington. 

Range Wida 

They range from a pre-school project in Floyd 
County and a health, social and industrial improve- 
ment program in Hardin County to a 4 H craft center 



in McCreary County and a community action program 
in Jefferson County. 

The only project of major consequence so far 
approved is a $9 6-million grant for the unemployed in 
Eastern Kentucky. That approval came Dec. 16; since 
then, few projects have been given Washington’s ap- 
proval. 

The federal logjam blocking approval of Kentucky 
projects is due, in part. Peel thinks, to the inexper- 
ience of the econqmic opportunity staff in dealing 
with the problems of rural hill people. 

The staff, for the most part he said, grew up 
on the Eastern Seaboard While they are famUiar with 
the needs of the denrjved in urban slums, Peel thinks 
thev don’t vet realize that in the hollows of Appala- 
chia the problem of getting children to school or the 
Ul to health clinics ia as tough aa, or tougher than, 



setting up a preschool clinic or staffing a eommubity 
care center. 

But through visits to Washington by Peel and 
others, the economic opportunity staff apparently is 
beginning to realize that solutions to problems in The 
Cardoza section of Washington or the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant area of Brooklyn are far different than 
solutions to the problems of rural Kentucky.

Peel’s optimism is founded on the broad variety of 
experiences in administration and fiscal affairs he 
brings to his iob. 

He has been a teacher, a budget analyst, a child 
welfare specialist and a technical adviser to Sukaroo’s 
government in Indonesia. In addition, he has served 
two hitches in the Navy, firat during World War II and 
then during the Korean War. ~ .
